1 . Claims 10 and 1 1 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(a) for failing to particularly point 
out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 10: 

The statement "using a method as claimed in any of the claims 4 to 9 for setting an 
optimum value of a write parameter, characterized in that the optimum value (Po P t) of the write 
power level (P) is set to be equal to the optimum value of the write parameter times a 
multiplication constant (K)", lines 5-10 is unclear and confusing. Did applicant intended to state 
that —said method comprising steps of: setting an optimum value of a write parameter by using a 
method as claimed in any one of claims 4-9; and setting the optimum value (Po P t) of the write 
power level (P) to be equal to the set optimum value of the write parameter times a 
multiplication constant (K)~? 

Claim 1 1 falls with its parent claim 10. 

2. Claims 22 and 23 are objected to under 37 CFR 1.75(c), as being of improper dependent 
form for failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. Applicant is required to 
cancel the claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) in proper dependent form, or 
rewrite the claim(s) in independent form. The subject matters recited in claims 22 and 23 are 
directed to an optical recording medium which is different from the subject matters as previously 
recited in independent claims which are directed to method of setting an optimum value of a 
write parameter for an optical apparatus for writing information on a recording medium.
